More. Going to States than to All 
British Dominions Combined 
.London,—If the flood of English 
emigration to the United States con- 
tinues at the present rate, Great ‘Bri- 
tain’s quota under the United States 
law will be reached long before. July 
1, the end of the fiscal emigration 

year. 

‘Contrary. ta ‘the general impression, 
it‘is learned that Britishers are going 
to the United States ata rate almost 
never equailed and there is’ room for 
only 28,000 more in‘ this year’s quota. 

Emigrants are leaving Glasgow 
alone at a rate of more than 600 
weekly, which is greater than’ the 
number from all other English ports 
combined “last: year. .The annual 
quota for Great Britain now is 77,343. 
To show the increase in emigration 
since January 1, it is only necessary 
to state that only 846 persons sailed 
the first week in Januaty, whereas in 
‘the last week of February the depar- 
tures: numbered 1,973. According .to 
emigration statistics, more Britishers 
are going to the United States than to 
all the British dominions combined. ©

The new gas is said to utilize prop- 
erties of ethylene gas, and to have 
many advantages over nitros acid, 
“the laughing gas” now commonly in 
use. » Supporters of Dr, Lockhardt’s 
discovery said that it has no effect 
on the heart action, minimizes danger 
of pneumonia from the use of “laugh- 
ing. gas” and persons under its influ- 
ence can be returned to consciousness 
almost immediately by the administra:
